The city has done a most commendable job 
on the sanitary sewer im, rovement program 
and the job would have been impossible without 
transfer of the disposal plant from the district 
to the city. 
However, things like ttie sheep epi­ 
sode leave a bad taste in the mouths of citizens, 
and for good reason. 


The city took a good disposal plant and before 
the ink was hardly dry on the transfer agree­ 
ment, the plant was reported to be m need of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars worth of im­ 
provements. 
They took over a small but profit­ 
able operation in the sheep program and before 
a stand of grass could even be grown, the pro­ 
gram was shot full of holes and abandoned.

that* good government, we don’t know what 
we’re talking about.

Urban Renewal

To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 
Silas Barnesby points out (Star, 
Oct. 22» (hat “ Government of the 
few. by the few is attempting to 
destroy our democracy. S m a l l 
groups of n en supported by secret 
and powerful financial interests are 
convincing 
insecure 
people 
that 
Fascism, disguised as American­ 
ism. will solve all problems and 
give them 
all 
the 
things 
they 
want.” Then he speaks of the “ sup­ 
pression of civil liberties.” 


Fascism is broadly defined as 
government 
by 
authority, 
with 
complete subordination of the in­ 
dividual to the state. It began to 
attract world attention in 1919 when 
Mussolini spelled it out in Italy 
in 
letters of terror 
and 
blood. 
Some good Americans, too busy to 
read the signs of the times, ask: 
“ What has that to do with me? 
It can’t happen here.” 


Don’t be too sure. The urban 
renewal law provides for a five- 
man authority. Its members are 
not elected, are in no w*ay re­ 
sponsible to the people, give no 
bond for honest performance. The 
authority is perpetual. Once estab­ 
lished, it cannot be terminated ex­ 
cept by revolution. This five-man 
authority, 
with 
the 
concurrence 
of a seven-man council, has ab­ 
solute 
authority 
to 
acquire and 
demolish every dollar's worth of 
property, real and personal, within 
the city and for three miles on 
any side. 
The authority will pay for the 
property a sum fixed by its own 
“ experts.” but it is not required 
to offer so much as a sympathetic 
word in compensation for loss of 
business location 
and 
the labor 
and 
grief occasioned 
by forced 
evacuation. What does this add 
up to except a 100 per cent sup­ 
pression of the right of the indi­ 
vidual to own property? Yet this 
law is offered by a small group 
of men supported <as we believe 
but cannot prove» by powerful fi- 
nancial interests to solve the prob­ 
lems of housing and growth in the 
city of Lincoln. 


And if the voters permit urban 
renewal to be established in Lin­ 
coln, either by direct election or 
by some clever revision of the 
city charter, it can happen here, 
and it will! We understand that 
an election is to be held “ some 
time in the spring ”
